The committee on ways and means in

POSTAGE SYSTEM. 


illltt Ordered Favorably Reported by the 
'Fust UIHce anil Post Roads Committee. 


ft'ASuisoTON. April 18 —The house 


committee on post omces and post roads 
yesterday ordered a favorable report 
on the bill of Mr Loud, of California, 
,o extend the uses of the mail service 
>y providing for what is termed the 
'economic postage system," the object 
of which is to enable the Economic 
Postage association to furnish the 
tradespeople of the United States a 
convienent and cheap method of solicit- 
ing trade by mail and the public a con- 
venient and inexpensive method of 
placing orders. To accomplish these 
purposes the association asks the use of 
the United States mails, under suc_h 
provisions as 
will 
give 
absolute 


security as to payment of postage to 
the government and under such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the postmaster general. It is the 
intention to furnish business men with 
the coupon cards aud envelopes of 
this association for trade purposes, 
and it is desired to allow the postage 
upon all such cards and envelopes to 
be paid through the association at the 
office of delivery. The effect of this 
legislation will be to place the expense 
of an order by mail on the receiver in- 
stead of on the sender. 


It is claimed that all the business 


men of the entire United States would 
give an annual increase of $,10,500,000 
net postal revenue as a result of the 
adoption of this new system.

SENATE. 


April 17.—Mr. Hill

against the passage of the Peffer reso- 
lution to investigate the bond sales of 
the present administration. Mr. Hill 
saved his strength for a protracted 
fight by having read at the clerk's 
desk the various laws relative to the 
redemption of greenbacks and quota- 
tions from Mr. Cleveland's mess iges on 
the financial question. He lias still 
much more in reserve and may con- 
tinue for two or three days, especially 
if he secures the assistance he did this 
afternoon. 


Mr. Hill was about to yield to a mo- 


tion for an executive session when Mr. 
Gear reported the bill for the refund- 
ing of the Pacific bond-aided railroads. 
This led to an altercation between Mr. 
Gear, chairman of the committee, and 
Mr. Allen, the popuhst senator from 
Nebraska, in which some warm words 
were used on both sides. Mr Gear's 
statements were characterized by Mr. 
Allen as false. Mr. Allen was called 
to order and his words read from the 
clerk's desk, after which he was per- 
rmtteJ to proceed in order. 


Mr. Allen's subsequent remarks con- 


sisted of a tribute to the recent candi- 
date of his party for the presidency, 
James 15. Weaver, and a defense of the 
principles of the party which Mr. 
Gear had attacked 


Mr Hoar, who expects to leave the 


city immediately, spoke briefly in fa- 
vor of the investigation resolutions 
and criticised the remarks of Mr. Hill 
as being more in place on the stump 
than in the senate chamber. 


The senate then, after a short exec- 


utive session, adjourned over until 
Monday next. 


HOUSE. 


This was an old-fashioned field day 


in the house of representatives with 
radical variations. It HMS private bill 
day under the rules, when bills to pay 
claims arising out of the war, which 
in the past afforded opportunity and 
excuse for fighting the battles of the 
rebellion over again, were under con- 
sideration. 
To-day, however, the con- 


test was waged largely by republican 
members who advocated the payment 
of the bills reported by the committee 
on war claims and those who favored 
postponing action, and some of the 
statements were startling in their 
bitterness. 


Mr. Mahon (Pa.), chairman of the 


committee, was asked by Mr. Dingley 
(Me.) 
if the committee was satisfied of 


the justice and correctness of a claim 
for the payment of which a bill had 
been reported. 


Replying, Mr. Mahan reviewed the 


action of congress on these claims, 
their reference to the court of claims 
for examination and finding of facts, 
and passionately declared that con- 
gress either ought to pay the claims 
recommended by the court or abolish 
the court, so that people might know 
what to expect. He declared that the 
government was a great robber of its, 
private citizens, and he asserted that 
he would rather have a pauper owe 
him 81,000 than to be a creditor of the 
United States for that amount. 


Mr. Walker (rep , Mass ) was almost 


as violent in his denunciation of the 
policy which proscribed the payment of 
these claims. Dramatically he declared 
that no robber baron had ever equalled 
the government of the United States 
in its robbery of honest creditors. He 
attacked the leaders of the house, 
charging them with purposely pre- 
venting the consideration of bills for 
the payment of just claims, and assert- 
ing that extraordinary rulings of the 
chair (in committee of the whole) were 
resorted to aid in carrying out that 
policy. 


Messrs. McCall (Pa.) and Evans (rep., 


Ky.) appealed to the house to pay the 
claims of loyal men from the south, 
and Mr Ray (rep., N. Y.) charged that 
to enter upon the payment of them 
would compel the next administration 
to issue bonds from beginning to close. 


Messrs. Dockery (dem., Mo.) and 


Grosvenor (rep, O.) made political 
speeches in connection with their com- 
mon opposition to the payment of the 
claimb, the former asserting that re- 
publican legislation in the past and 
the latter that the democratic adminis- 
tration was responsible for the present 
condition of the treasury. 


The result of the day's discussion 


was the rejection of one bill and the 
passage of another. 


Mr. Pickler (rep , S. D.) reported the 


general pension bill prepared by the 
committee on invalid pensions, aud it 
was recommitted, 


At 4:50 the house took a recess until 


8 p m., the evening session to be for 
the consideration of private pension 
bills.

PREPARATION OF BEEF. 


••me Practical Suggestions Begardin* th» 


Selection at Meat. 


Beef te not only the most wholesome, 


but the most economical meat for a 
family. 
In choosing good meat it is 


well to be sure that the grain is smooth 
rather than open, and that tlie lean is 
of a fresh, bright red color. The fat 
should look -white rather than yellow, 
oiul in young beef, which is the more 
tender, the liber is elastic and rises 
when pressed with the finger. 


The prime pieces of beef are the sir- 


loin, the ribs and the round. The two 
first are usually roasted; the brisket 
und the shoulder are best for boiling or 
stewing. 
A delicate and tender steak 


is sometimes made from the inside or 
fillet of the sirloin. It should never be 
pounded, which is a vain attempt to 
make tough meat tender by bruising its 
fibers. 
If beef is intended for boiling, 


it is usually rubbed over with a little 
salt. 
A tablespoonful of vinegar add- 


ed to the water will render it quite 
tender. 


The loss of weight in cooking meat 


is from one-fifth to one-third, which 
Is chiefly water, and beef shrinks con- 
siderably less than some other kinda 
of meat. 
Lean beef contains 72 per 


cent, of water, and fat beef 51 per cent. 


Boast beef is digested in three hours; 


salt beef requires four and a quarter to 
four and a half hours. 


The great point in cooking meat is 


to render it tender without extracting 
the juices, and it is better to cook it 
slowly, so that the loss shall be only 
water. But it should first be subjected 
to a high heat, thus coagulating the 
surface albumen so as to retain the 
juices. 


The usual time for roasting is calcu- 


lated at a quarter of an hour for each 
pound of meat, and it should be fre- 
quently basted. 
When serving, the 


dish should be handsomely garnished. 
—Cincinnati Enquirer.

bottom, made of crinkled paper, silk, 
flowers, fringe, etc., are quite expensive, 
so that they are only suitable for piano 
or banquet lamps among- people who are 
able to stand the expense.

the figures. The size must he regulated 
by size of lamp. For a large piano or 
parlor lamp, 24 inches diameter at the 
bottom is about correct with about 15 
for depth between top and bottom of 
shade.

THE BICYCLE LAW. 


U I* to be Strictly Rrfoiwdbyth* 


Loolc Out-P<£t Toarwlf or F»y a Flue. 
It is given out cold that the city ordi- 


nance in reference to bicycling in the city 
of Decatur is to be rigidly enforced by the 
police department. The ordinance was 
adopted some months ago after some trials 
and tribulations in tho committee and 
also in the council. But the ordinance 
has been seemingly a de.id letter. In 
order that all may be fully informed the 
authorities have given orders for the pub- 
lication of the bicycle ordinance in full. 
Here it is: 
Ordinance RcRuUitinR the Use of Hlcycles. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of the 


City of Decatur, 111. : 
Section 1. That it shall be unlawful 


for any person or persons to ride or propel 
any bicycle along or upon any of tho pub- 
lic streets or alleys of the city of Decatur, 
in the night time, without having a sig- 
nal light burning upon 
an alarm bell. 


Sec. 2. That it shall 


said bicyle, also 


be unlawful for 


any persons or persons to ride or propel 
any bicycle along or upon any of the pub- 
lic streets or alleys ot said city, at a great- 
er speed than at the rate of ten miles an 
hour. 
Sc. 3. That it shall be unlawful for 


any person or persons in riding or propel- 
ling any bicycle along or upon any of the 
public streets or alleys of said city, to 
pass any person, bicycle rider, buggy, car- 
riage or other vehicle of conveyance ex- 
cept by turning out to tho right of said 
person, bicycle rider, buggy, carriage or 
other vehicle or conveyance. 


Sec. 4. Any person violating any of 


the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
fined not less than three dollars nor more 
than 110 dollars for each offense
